REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. The subject matter not found was a retainer 
that has a proximal and distal end that includes abutment surfaces that engage the 
medical device and wherein the retainer further includes a pair of walls that are 
independent of the proximal and distal end and are capable of engaging the spline of 
the medical device. The examiner interpreted spline as broadly as possible and the 
definition he used for spline was a groove or slot that fits into a corresponding structure 
to enable or prevent rotating. 

The independent claims also include other patentable subject matter in 
combination with the other elements or steps of the claim not mention in the above 
paragraph.
